Some months ago a citizen of the United 
States named Sproule was hanged formurder 
in British Columbia although protesting his 
innocence. Every effort was made by friends 
to secure a reprieve but without avail, A 
day or two before his execution he fell heir 
toa large fortune. The feeling 1m British 
Columbia seemed to be that the circumstan- 
tial evidence upon which he was convicted 
was not sufficiently strong to warrant his 
execution, Since Sproule’s death one of the 
crown witnesses named Wolfe has made affi- 
davit that he swore Sproule’s lite away falsely 
fora bribe. Aman named Beaty has since 
sworn before a competent court in San Fran- 
cisco that Sproule was with him fifteen miles 
away at the time the murder was committed. 
Two prominent British Columbians made a 
trip to Ottawa to secure from the minister 
of justice a sutticient delay of Sproule’s 
execution to allow of the production of 
Beaty, but the required delay was not given, 
Sproule’s relatives now propose to sue the 
Canadian government for $100,000 damages.
